Since writing you and gett?ing your note, I've made it my business 
to read two original case studies — one by a leading German 
psychiatrist, the second by an outstanding Danish psychiatrist 
and lecturer at the University of Copenhagen. The Danish case 
study includes a detailed description of a third case v?hich 
occurred in Denmark also. Every one of these cases is virtually 
on all fours with the picture presented not only by your client, 
but Oswald as Veil. Bill 'Woodf ield' s series on his intervievjs 
Xsrith Ruby completely corroborated the theory -- which is now an 
absolute and earnest conviction in me -- that Jack Ruby was in 
fact hypno-conditioned.

by the subject). Such suggestions are knpxm as post-hypnotic 
suggestions and it is a xoell-known fact that xdien the sribject 
comes to c arr y them out, and has no recollection of x-;hat occx?rred 
under his hy nno 1 5. c state.
